Wealthy neighbors of the exclusive 
Lake Villa colony rallied into a bucket 
brigade and fought the flames; Only 
by strenuous efforts of* the volunteers 
was .much greater- loss averted, as 
sparks and flying embers ignited roofs 
of several houses nearby, occupied by 
Lehmann servants. Only slight dam- 
age was occasioned to these homes. 

A rescuing squad entered, the/ flam- 
ing stables and led Lehmann's string 
of prize horses to safety. A number 
of them were in the barns when the 
fire 'started. 

Actual loss as result of the fire will 
approximate $150,000, it is estimated,, 
as it is reported that insurance cov- 
ered only one-seventh of ,the value of 
the property ^destroyed.

the Cause and Effects of 

Undernourisment 



MOTHERS BENEFIT BY TALK 



A large and interested audience met 
at the club rooms; Monday afternoon to 
hear Mrs. Featherstone of the Chjld 
Welfare Work give anaddress on "The 
Undernourished Child." 

A large delegation of High School 
pupils were present and their eager at- 
tention bespoke their interest. 

Undernourishment— 'particularly as '• 
related to the older children— those of 
high school age— was a fact forcefully 
and convincingly brought to the atten- 
tion of the assembled mothers, teach- 
eis and high school children. 

To quote Mrs. Featherstone— The' 
child of fourteen years entering high 
school is carrying a heavy load^ Body 
growth is. still going on. The cIslbs 
room work is exacting— His ambition, 
urges him to keep up, his mind ia bur- 
dened with a complexity of detail and 
conglomeration of facts. Athletics and 
the many new social contacts interest 
and excite him. A many sided life is 
presented to. the child juBt at a time 
when great chemical changes are going 
on within his body. These changes re- 
act upon the nervous system and this 
in turn upon the digestive system, with 
the result that physical development - 
soon fails to measure up to the recogn- 
ized standards and the child is unable 
to carry on his dally program of work 
and play and at the same time maintain.' 
proper physical development. 

The symptoms, causes, prevention 
and cure of undernourishment were, all' 
in turn discu98ed and clearly set forth. 

The big outstanding system of under- . 
nourishment is fatigue. The way the . '• 
undernourished child stands is charact- 
eristic. The position is always sloven*" 
lv, with nearly all the weight thrown on 
one foot. The shoulders droop forward' 
so that the child is hollow chested and ,y 
round shouldered. The shoulder blades 
in the back stand out at more orAe'sT^nn^ 
acute angles from the body. ^Tfof mus- ■ 
cles are soft and flabby. In the very 
posture of the average high school boy' 
and girl we recognize symptoms of un- ' 
dernourishment. 

The essentials of perfect body build- 
ing are food, rest, work and play com- 
bined with plenty of fresh air. 

One of tho great causes of under- 
nourishment is lack of proper, rest. 

ThiB maybe the result of too late 
bed time— too much stimulation and 
emotional excitement— too many movies 
and not enough rest time during the 
day. 

Lock of proper ventilation in both 
school and home— over crowded class- 
rooms—too much indoor life— ore all 
things to be looked for and adjusted if 
we are to give our children a fair 
chance for health. 

Other common causes of undernourish- 
ment are the presence of physical de- 
fects such as adenoids— enlarged or 
diseased tonsils, defective vision or 
decayed teeth. 

Prevention was shown to be largely a 
matter of parental control and proper 
supervision of the child's habits of life 
—his food, sleep, work and play. Upon 
the parents was placed the responsibil- 
ity' of safeguarding the physical de- 
velopment of the children. Much is 
said as to the duty a child owes his 
parents but by far the parent owes the 
greater duty since the child did not ask 1 
to be brought here. 

See that your child is given not only 
a sufficient quantity of food but that 
this food has sufficient food values to 
sustain the strain put upon the growing 
body by the active, life it leads. 

Supply cooked cereals with good milk, 
vegetables, rich in vitammes— very v 
little meat, coarse breads with plenty 
of real butter . Abundance of fresh 
fruit— with milk to drink. 

Neither tea nor coffee should be al- 
lowed a growing child. They have no 
food value and acting only as stimu- 
lants and heart pumps are not needed 
by a child. 

InBist upon plenty of Bleep in a well 
ventilated room— at least nine houra 
out of the twenty-four should be spent 
in sleep. Wide open windows at night 
and a nine o'clock bed time, five nights 
week was urged If an undernourished

Gratifying Increase In Construction 

Noted In Practically All Parts 

of the Country.

During tbe 
war and for a time after It few pri- 
vate homes were built, but now the 
country is making up 'for lost time.

give excellent results if carried out, 
hut it was generally Impossible to get 
them to function, for lack of the driv- 
ing power and balancing influences 
that are found \\\ the regular bull as- ,

"These Ideas," he said, "are all 
right, but they have no working agree- 
ments nor plans of procedure to prop- 
erly regulate their operation. The ex- 
perience of the department Is thnt such 
attempts are useless for general adop- 
tion, unless organized In a practical, 
definite, businesslike way by\a person 
of experience who can break down the 
prejudices of Individuals. When such 
a person undertakes the "organization 
of a co-operative breeding enterprise 
In a given locality, he generally finds 
It easier and more beneficial .to form 
n. regular co-operative hull associa- 
tion than a partnership of the type in- 
dicated; 

"When attempts are made to organ- 
ize a bull association It is nearly al- 
ways the cnse<that most farmers agree 
readily, on general principles, that the 
plan is excellent Tfor the other fellow, 
but no so good for himself. It Is 
necessary to have a community thor- 
oughly interested In the plan, and 
familiar, with Its method ' of 'oper- 
ation. Some lender must bring these 
things about, and It Is most unusual 
if anyone n'bor . than an extension 
specialist will do this work. Even a 
partnership of two men is frequently 
found to meet with the same difficulty. 

"After a properly organized associa- 
tion has been perfected, it has in It 
the necessary conditions for perma- 
nence.. Yet a directing supervision Is 
neeesM/y to Its fullest success, and 
this can best be given by the regular 
extension organization of the depart- 
ment co-operating with the state agri- 
cultural colleges,, and the amount of 
help thnt can he 'rendered will depend 
on how. well the* form of organization 
fits In with the other work of the' 
extension forces. 

"The plan of action embodied in the 
regular fjinn of co-operative bull asso- 
ciation. Is a plan rippruvod by experi- 
ence. It does" bettor thnn any other 
plan in use. It has-been tried, and 
It works. Some sort of co-operation 
for the maintenance of better sires is 
essential to the fullest development 
of the dairy Industry, and I should 
advise any who are Interested to stay 
with the regular nsoclatlon plan anil 
carry It through' without compromise."

Rand-McNally Issues New 
Map of Chicago, Suburbs 

Both realtors and others should 
know when there's a new map of Chi 
cago published, for it's a rare occur- 
rence. Rand-McNally has just issued 
a new "Official Map of Chicago and 
Suburbs," drawn on a scale of two 
inches to the mile, 46x64 inches. In 
one corner, drawn on a larger scale, 
is an auxiliary map covering the sec- 
tion bounded by Halstead, Illinois, and 
13th, giving practically all business 
blocks, warehouses, theatres, hotels, 
etc. This latter map also is published 
separately.

The'nfiix wick, also written wjch, is 
a form of the An^'lO'Saxon word, wic, 
which means the same as the Latin 
word, vleus, and the modern English 
word, village, It Is used as part of a 
place-name, although many of the 
places that bear It are" no longer vil- 
lages, so that today It may be said 
not only to indicate a village but a 
town as well, or a municipal or politb* 
cal district. The two forms of the 
nllix are Illustrated In two well-known 
place-names. Berwick and Greenwich.

If the billing Instructions furnished 
by the consignee are hot clear, It Is 
generally a better plan to hold the 
shipment until satisfactory Instruc- 
tions are received than to take the 
chance of billing it Incorrectly. When 
specific instructions as to routing or 
delivery are given they should be fol- 
lowed in detail, ns it Is frequently the 
case that shipments arriving over 
roads oilier than those specified must 
be switched at considerable Cost before 
delivery can be made at the desired 
location. In many markets hay ship- 
ments arriving in certain railroad 
yards will not sell as advantageously 
as when tTiey arrive in other yrirds be- 
cause of unfavorable switching facili- 
ties or because of the distance of the 
yards from buyer's warehouses. Com- 
mission merchants and dealers In the 
markets are familiar with these fac- 
tors and. when possible, request billing 
that will not subject their hay ship- 
ments to these handicaps. 

Buyers may also desire to reconslgn 
their hay upon arrival or change the 
billing while the car Is In transit; but 
If the hay is shipped via another line 
from which they cannot reconslgn the 
shipment, they may suffer a consider- 
able loss which can be charged back to 
the shipper, if he has not followed 
shipping Instructions. 

Forward Bill of Lading Promptly. 

When the bill of lading bus been 
signed by the railroad ugent It should 
be forwarded promptly to the con-

Fundamental Business Idea In Looking 

to the Future Development of 

the Community. 

Town and city planning do not find 
their value In developing the esthetic 
srde alone, hut also apply the sound 
business fundamentals of maintenance 
and Improvement to the community, 
declared B. Loring Young, speaker of 
the Massachusetts house of representa- 
tives, In an address at the eighth an- 
nual conference of the Massachusetts" 
Federation of Planning Hoards. By 
directing proper provision of water 
supply, sewage disposal, housing facili- 
ties, adequate municipal buildings and 
local forest reserve, he said, they 
work to the enhancement of citizen- 
ship In Its relation to the community, 
the state and the nntion.

Memorial Says Many Heroes Are Not 
Receiving Medical Treatment— In- 
mates of Ohio Hospital Forced 
to 'Sleep on Floor.

Washington, Jan. 18. — Asserting 
that the more than 3,500 mentally, dis- 
abled former service men now placed 
In state Institutions were victims of 
such "gross neglect, Indifference and 
profiteering" us constitute a "black re- 
proach on the honor of the nation," 
the Disabled American .Veterans of the 
World war. In a memorial presented 
to President Harding, urged Immedlute 
action by the government looking to 
the treatment of all such cases In fed : 
eral Institutions, Neglect of these 
cases In state institutions, the memo- 
rial said. Is committing to permanent 
fiisanlty inuny of 1 the victims who by 
timely treatment probably could be 
cured. 

Describing the condition of "con- 
tract eases" of this class In the Institu- 
tions of the state of Ohio us typical 
of those lu "practically every state," 
the memorial asserted that the govern- 
ment had. farmed out the insane ex- 
service men of Ohio to state asylums 
which are notoriously overcrowded. 

"For example," the memorial said, 
"hi the Loiigylew asylum of Hamilton 
county, Ohio, there are 42 gallant sol- 
diers who broke down mentally under 
the stress or war, although' Longview 
Is so overcrowded that 240 of the in- 
mates sleep on the floor'- like cattle 
every night." 

Of the 250 mentally disabled placed 
In nil the institutions of the state, of 
whom, It was siild, physicians believe 
half inbuilt be cured by treatment, not 
one, the memorial asserts, wus re- 
ceiving "medical treatment of any kind 
for the mental diseases and curable 
cases are being doomed daily to per- 
manent Insanity." None of the lnstl-' 
tut I out/, It was further asserted, segre- 
gate their tubercular patients. 
'An average profit of SHOO on each 
patient out of the $547,o00 annual ninln- 
tenance fee puld by the government 
was shown in figures for the nine In- 
stitutions of the state cited In the me- 
morial. 

During the two years or more be- 
fore federal fucllltles could be In- 
creased to take care of all cases, the 
memorlul urged that "Infinitely more 
rigid supervision" of "contract" Insti- 
tutions be provided by the veterans' 
bureau, und that to co-operate In this 
an Independent commission of former 
service men be appointed In each state.
